Day. 

6. ‘lo see much much money the town will vote to raise 
for the maintenance of the fire department. 

7. To hear and act upon the reports of town officers, li- 
brary trustees and committees. 

8. ‘To see how much money the town will vote to raise 


and appropriate for the permanent improvement of high- 
ways.

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9. To see if the town will vote to put in any additional 
electric hghts, or pass any vote relative thereto. 

10. To see how much money the town will vote to raise 
for payment of electric lights for the ensuing year, and pass 
any vote relating thereto. 

11. To see what action the town will take in regard to 
exchanging its present crusher and engine for a new one, raise 
money for the same or pass any vote relative thereto. 

12. ‘To see if the town will vote to adopt the provisions 
of chapter 124 of the Public Statutes of New Hampshire as 
amended by chapter 76 of the Session Laws of 1905, and 
also chapter 73 of the Session Laws of 1907 relating to junk 
dealers. 

13. To see if the town will vote to appoint a committee. 
of three or more members to investigate the water conditions 
and facilities of the town with a view to providing for an 
adequate supply of water for domestic, fire and other public 
purposes, said committee to have authority to employ engi- 
neering and other assistance and to secure propositions for 
the sale of properties and rights to the town for such pur- 
poses, and to make a report with recommendations at an 
adjourned town meeting; to see if the town will raise and 
appropriate money for the necessary expenses of such com- 
mittee. 

14. To see if the town, after receiving the report of a 
committee appointed in pursuance of the preceding Article, 
will vote to construct, manage, maintain and own suitable 
water works and to accept the provisions of chapter 126 of 
New Hampshire Laws of 1907 in relation thereto; and in 
pursuance of said chapter will vote to take, purchase and hold: 
real and personal estate and rights therein and water rights 
and to do such other things as may be necessary or conven-. 
ient, for or in connection with such water works, including 
the taking of any such property or rights by eminent domain 
and authorizing proceedings in connection therewith; estab- 
lishing regulations and tolls for the use of water from such 
system; placing the construction, management, or direction 
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of such water works in a board of water commissioners and 
fixing the number of such board, and prescribing the powers 
and duties thereof; and electing such board and fixing the 
terms of office of the members thereof and the compensation 
to be received by them. 

15. To see if the town will vote to borrow money on the 
credit of the town for the purpose of defraying the expenses 
of purchasing property and rights for water works and of 
constructing and maintaining the same, and to issue notes 
or bonds of the town therefor in such amounts and payable 
at such time or times and at such rates of interest as may be 
voted, and will vote to exempt such notes or bonds from 
taxation when held by inhabitants of the town, and will vote 
to authorize the proper officers to sign and countersign such 
notes or bonds, and to do such other things as may be proper 
in connection with said subject. 

16. To see if the town will vote to authorize any other 
action by the selectmen or other officers or agents of the town 
which may be necessary, appropriate or convenient for the 
purpose of carrying into effect the purposes of the foregoing 
articles or any of them.

The work of your board the past year has consisted mainly 
in caring for contagious diseases. There have been nineteen 
cases of measles reported to the board during the year; in 
many of the cases the origin was unknown. 

There have been three cases of diphtheria reported to the 
board, the origin of which was unknown in each case. The 
houses were all disinfected in accordance with the state law. 

The water of the Henniker Spring Water Company has 
twice passed a satisfactory analysis. 

There has been but one case of nuisance reported, which 
was promptly attended to and our findings reported to the 
state board.

There has been but one bell alarm during the year and 
only a few still alarms for chimney fires. 

The fire loss has been approximately $2,000, which would 
have been reduced to a fraction if a sufficient water supply 
had been available. 

Your board would recommend the early establishment of 
a fire-alarm system, not necessarily an expensive one, but 
something better than the present ringing of church bells, as 
the first few moments after the discovery of a fire are in- 
valuable.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


inasmuch as the law requires the “School Board of each 
district to state in detail in their annual report the sums of 
money required during the ensuing fiscal: year” for support 
of schools, we will try to meet its demand although our 
recommendations may be given scant courtesy. -It has for 
long years been a favorite argument. of the advocates of state 
aid for roads that we cannot afford to fail to raise a sufficient 
sum to secure such aid because we are taxed as a town to. 
make the state fund, and if we fail to get our share back we 
lose such assessment. The same reasoning applies with equal 
force to money raised for schools, and yet these same advo- 
cates suddenly become fearful of an increased tax rate when 
school funds are considered. We would not think for a mo- 
ment of criticising a consistent argument for a low tax rate, 
nor do we believe that in the past our school appropriations 
have tended unduly toward a high one. 

In the last published report of the State Department of 
Public Instruetion we find this self-evident statement: “If_ 
the tax rate of one town for school purposes is $3 and that 
of another is $6, there is no getting away from the fact that 
the second town is making approximately twice-the effort the 
first is making. The real. comparison is the tax rate on 
equalized valuation.” 

It is interesting, and we think somewhat illuminating, to 
know the standing given Henniker in this same report for 
the year 1912. 

Of the 250 towns and special districts listed but 30: report 
a smaller sum raised than Henniker, which was $3.22 on each 
$1,000 of equalized valuation. The average for the state was 


‘ 
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$5.31, the extreme being $2.08 in the town of Roxbury, and 
$14.13 in the town of Gorham. 

As we were sixty per cent below the average for the state 
for the year quoted, and if money cost makes efficiency, it 
would seem that we must materially increase our mainte- 
nance fund if we are to equal the standard of even the small 
country towns of the state. 

It is also earnestly hoped that somehow, somew ee a place 
may be found to properly house the village grades. 

To become eligible for state aid we must raise $5,684. 

As the supplies account for last year was overdrawn $15, 
we would recommend that the sum of $300 be raised the 
coming year. 

We would recommend that $150 be raised for salaries of 
district officers.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To George H. Dodge, President of School Board: 

This report must necessarily cover only from September, 
1913, to February, 1914, of the fiscal year. During these 
months the schools have been doing good work. From the 
first the scholars have settled down to steady work, which has 
had little or no interruption on account of breaks from dis- 
cipline. One gratifying thing has been the cooperation and 
growing efficiency of the teaching staff in the different schools. 
A handicap, however, has been experienced in the irregular 
attendance recorded for some pupils. This necessarily re- 
tards the progress not only of the scholar himself but of the 
whole class. 

In the Central school especially has this spirit of work 
and codperation been manifest. If the same grade of work 
and progress is maintained for another two or three years, 
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with the courses of study adopted last year, the Central 
school and High school can graduate pupils fitted for col- 
lege without a preparatory year elsewhere. The standard 
of scholarship in a school system cannot be changed in one 
or two years. It is necessary for one class to have the benefit 
of this persistent effort and advance for several years. Then, 
with this basal training, the work in the final years shows 
surprisingly gratifying results. The class of work done in all 
the departments of the Central school, as well as the amount 
of work where necessary, has been of this progressive charac- 
ter, and therein lies the most hopeful outlook for next year. 

The two most pressing needs in this school are increased 
room and the maintenance of the present number of teachers. 
This year the physics laboratory of the High School has 
been utilized for the fourth grade, thus relieving the conges- 
tion in the Intermediate school. The room, however, will be 
required by the larger physics class of next year and will not 
therefore be available for the grades. Nor, indeed, is it large 
enough except for a small class. That expedient is thus re- 
moved for next year. Throughout the year the primary room 
has been woefully overcrowded, with every prospect of being 
in the same condition next year. Therefore a redistribution 
of grades to.teachers is imperative. By giving each teacher 
two grades the number in each room can be brought within 
the bounds of efficient teaching. That necessitates four teach- 
ers—the present staff—but it also requires an additional 
classroom. Added to this is the already recognized urgency 
of giving the Grammar school less crowded and better lighted 
quarters, made all the more urgent by the promised number 
for the seventh and eighth grades next year. In view of all 
these facts, the increase of classroom facilities is at the present 
moment the determining factor in next year’s efficiency and 
progress. 

During the year we have made visits to the district schools 
on Wednesday afternoons, being. fortunate in having fine 
weather every day. Besides this one or two meetings have 
been held, including the teachers from all the districts and 


d—Henniker. 
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the Central school. At these meetings various phases of 
school work were discussed, suggestions given and the effort 
made to unify the work of all schools in the system to a 
certain standard of efficiency and attainment in the various 
subjects. Owing to the pressure of teaching required of the 
principal, and his duties as principal of the High school, 
httle time is left to carry out plans for the benefit of the 
other schools. 

One of these plans is for a thorough going over of all the 
books for the schools. Especially is this needed in the case 
of the readers for the grades. More copies should be bought 
of the standard readers and single copies of many others for 
individual reading. A number, as large as possible, of stand- 
ard books for boys and girls is strongly urged by the State 
Department as the best means of securing correct knowledge 
and use of English, a prime essential of equipment for the 
young man or woman of today. To this end a generous 
appropriation for books and supplies would be money well 
invested. 

In conclusion, we wish to express our sincere appreciation 
of the welcome and consideration accorded to us by the citi- 
zens of Henniker, in taking up the work here. The work 
has further been made more pleasant certainly and also more 
efficient by the hearty backing and wise planning of the 
school board.

REPORT OF AGENT FOR SCHOOLHOUSE REPAIRS. 


Not being in the confidence of the committee chosen at the 
last annual meeting to build a new schoolhouse, and not 
knowing whether the district contemplates any remodeling 
of the Central building in the near future, I am somewhat 
handicapped in recommending what ought to be raised for 
the ordinary repairs of schoolhouses. 

It is very evident that the Central schoolhouse needs paint- 
ing and will soon need shingling if it is to remain perma- 
nently in its present shape. Painting the outside will cost 
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from $150 to $200, and some further expense will accrue in 
again fitting up the laboratory dismantled to make a room 
for the fourth grade. Two or three of the Division school- 
houses need painting, and something should be allowed for 
the smaller repairs always needed. If the painting of the 
Central house is to be considered I would recommend the 
raising of $400 for repairs.

February 15, 1914. 


Among the gifts to the library in 1913 was one of fourteen 
valuable books, the “National Cyclopedia of American Biog- 
raphy,” presented by Frank E. Smith, in memory of his wife, 
Nora A. Smith, a former resident of Henniker. They will 
be among our most useful reference books. Also a set of fine 
maps from N. E. Power Co.; thirteen books and ten pam- 
phlets from the state of New Hampshire; four books from 
the United States; two books given by Charles Carter; two 
books from Miss Mary Rice of Concord; one book from Miss 
Dora Goodwin, Roxbury, Mass.; one book from Dr. G. H.

REPORT OF TREASURER. 


The financial standing of the Tucker Free Library is ren- 
dered herewith as asual, but one or two items in the report 
call for notice. The expenses of the lbrary do not vary 
greatly from year to year. A smaller balance appears in the 
treasurer’s hands because of the fact that two hundred dol- 
lars, the bequest of Mrs. Sarah Richardson, has been taken 
from the general fund and added to the permanent invest- 
ments in the form of two shares of stock of the Bellows Falls 
Power Co. The bequest of Miss Letitia A. Colby was used 
to purchase one five hundred dollar bond of the Ashuelot 
Gas and Electric Co. 

In regard to the market value of the stocks and bonds, a 
list of which is appended, it has never been the policy of the 
trustees to alter these valuations with the fluctuations of the 
market, but only to reduce the valuation materially when the 
earning power of the investment was reduced. Since all the 
securities are paying satisfactory dividends at the same rate 
as in former years, only a few have been reduced from the

valuation of last year, corresponding somewhat to the decline 


of all gilt-edged securities.
